struction cannot be avoided, we can, 
in a great measure, overcome the 
effect in machinery, 
application of a lubricating agent. 

The lubricant consists of minute 
balls or globules.

Its use « 
not only to reduce friction, but also 
to carry away whatever excess of 
héat is generated. All liquids havenot 
sufficient sustaining powers to de 
used aa efficient lubricants. Some 
cannot be retained between ine 
metals; others do not cling together 
persistently enough. To resist the 
teadency of the metal to tear the 
lubricating film apart, these giobuies 
must have a good deal of internal 
strength, and must stick together 
Well. They must also cling wril io 
the metal, or they will be squeezed 
out of the bearing. = 

The oils and the fats are the prin- 
cipal fubricants. The mineral oils 
are thin, and 80 are lard, olive, and 
sperm oils. Castor oil, neatsfoot, tal- 
low and rape. are thick. Nothing u 
better for uigh speed bearings and 
light spindles or shaft than sperm 
oll, but it is costiy; for heavy bear- 
ings castor oil is superior to this, bul 
it is also expensive. 

But there is relatively little pure 
lubricant used in machinery, for it 
is usually more economical to em- 
ploy a compound oil, compounded for 
special uses, than to use pure lubri- 
cants which, after all, are often heav- 
ily adulterated — gum, soap lime, 
alumina soda, and tree acids have 
their own distinct purpose to serve 
in the composition oficheap oils. The 
chief advantage, bowever, pertain- 
ing to the use of compound oils is, 
that the objectionable qualities, of 
one kind of lubricant can be neu- 
tralized by mixing it with a lubricant 
of another kind. For instance, vege- 
table and fish olls are drying oils, 
that is, they oxidize rapidly, and 
cube gumming or clogging of the 
‘pearings to which they are applied,

CHANGING OUR DIET. 


Fish Has Grown Popular During War 
Time. 

War time food conservation cam- 
paigns in the Canadian Northwest 
have changed the appetites of the 
people. Hundreds of tons of fish and 
Same, once deemed unfit as food, are 
being consumed each month through- 
out the Dominion 

Whale and flatfish seem to lead as} 

sea foods, while beaver and other 
eee animals, hitherto un- 
thought of as table delicacies, like 
wise are given prominent places in 
the food lists. 

Whale meat, which failed to win 
recognition in Canada until }t 
summer, is being sold by the t 
from Vancouver to Halifax. The 
Dominion Food Board’s success in 
the campaign to market Pacific flat- 
fish is indicated by the official eati- 
mate that 3,500,000 pounda have 
been consumed in six months. Fish- 
ermen formerly threw away this fish. 

Until 1918 trappers retained only 
the pelts of beavers. The Minnesota 
campaign in behalf of beaver flesh as 
a food attracted attention in Man- 
toba and hotels in that, province add- 
ed beaver meat to their menus. 

Later someone discovered that 
chickens went wild over beaver’ 
and resulting experiments indicated 
that a diet of beaver meat improved 
the egg-laying qualities of hens in 
cold weather.

In the manufacture of munitions 
were employed some 250,000, work- 
ers, with probably 75,000 more en- 
gaged in the output of other war 
materials. The shutting down of 
these factories will mean the throw- 
ing out of employment of a total 
working army to be brought home 
for demobilization. Even if these fac- 
tories be kept going, the continuance 
will solve only one aspect of the in- 
dustrial problem, namely, the keep- 
ing employed of those who have en- 
tered these works since the war be- 
gan, leaving the returning soldiers 
to be provided for. But obviously 
these soldiers are, above all others, 
the ones most entitled to first con- 
sideration. 

In Canada; counting the depen- 
dents of both soldiers and war- 
workers,” it is safe to say that some 
two million people, or about one- 
fourth of the entire population, will 
be affected by the new conditions 
now. arising.—American Review of 
Reviews.

French Live Stock on the Decline. 
‘The United States food administra- 
tion has called attention to the large 
decrease in live stock in France since 
the beginning of the war. In eattle 
this decrease amounted to 2,599,000 up 
to December, 1917; in sheep the de- 
crease amounted to 6,238,000 head; in 
hogs to 2,869,000 head. In the period 
since owing to the food shortage there 
has been a still further shrinkage. Fig- 
ures like these indicate that there will 
be a large and insistent demand for 
live stock from this country for the 
foreign trade for many years after 
peace is finally estabisihed.
